It is to bur- 
lesque the travels in this country, such as Fear- 
son’s, Faux’s, &c. which the London Quarterly Re- 
view so eagerly quotes and recommends in order to 
defame further the American institutions and cha- 
racter.—Vational Gazette. 

Breed of Sheeft.—On board the brig Charles & 
Ellen, from Smyrna, arrived at New-York, is a 
broad tailed sheep of the Caramania breed, which 
was presented to Capt. Gerry by the Greek Admi- 
ral Tombazo—This is the animal which produces 
the long woo! used in making camblets. He hasa 
large fleece, probably of more than twenty pounds 
weight, which reaches almost to the ground; is of 
an uncommon size, and a remarkably fine animal. 
We understand that these sheep are highly prized 
in the east, and that a single one often commands a 
very high price. _It will be considered an interest- 
ing trait in the history of this animal, that it was 
taken in one of the Turkish ships captured by Ad- 
miral Tombazo. 

Ohio Canal.—T wo of the Commissioners of the 
Ohio Canals have gone from that state to New- 
York, to borrow the first instalment of $400,000 
preparatory to commencing the two Canals which 
have been authorised by the State Legislature. 

The Legislature of Louisiana have passed an act 
to remove the seat of government from New Or- 
leans to Donaldsonville, about seventy miles up the 
Mississippi. 

Useful Invention —Thursday evening, much cu- 
riosity was excited about 9 o’clock, in the Strand, by 
the appearance of¢a gentleman on horseback, from 
whose feet streams of light issued forth, and show- 
ed the pavement for several yards before and round 
the head of his horse, as clearly as in day time. The 
light proceeded from a set ef lamps of his invention, 
one of which was fixed under each stirrup, and have 
ing three sides darkened, emitted in front a blaze 
which was prevented by the rider’s feet, from rising 
to dazzle his eyes, and fell on the foreground with 
such power, as to make every hollow and impedi- 
ment visible, and render it safe to ride in the dark- 
est night, as in the brightest moon.— Lond. paper. 

New-York Prisons.—The Committee on State 
Prisons have reported to the New- York Legislature 
favourably on the subject of the Auburn Prison, 
which contains six hundred cells for the separate 
confinement of convicts, where they are doomed at 
once to solitude and hard labour. They state that 
the New-York prison contains fifty-four rooms, 13 
feet by 18, where the average number of convicts 
hucdied together, varies from 700 to 800—some- 
times 12 and sometimes 15 inhabit a single room. 
Thecommittee recommend that Commissioners be 
appointed to sell and dispose of the state prison in 
New-York, forthe purpose of erecting a prison 08 
tho plan of the Auburn.
